Trip for Soda Pop Forces Railroad 
To Tear Up Tracks, Spend $600 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., July 15 
(AP).—It cost the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad about $600 and re- 
quired the removal—twice in one 
day—of four tons of the road's 
main-line track, but Ray Douglas’ 
youngsters got their soda pop and 
sandwiches. 

Douglas, a New York City build- 
ing Superintendent, owns a 22-foot 
cabin cruiser named Dottie, which 
be moors in a nearby inlet at the 
foot of his summer cottage. 

The inlet is on the East Side of 
the Hudson River, while Bear 
mountain rises from the Western 
bank with plenty of soda stands 
and eating places. 

It seems, however, that Douglas’ 
inlet is blocked at the mouth by a 
low and long unused drawbridge 
over which run some of the New 
York Central’s fastest trains. Un- 
til eight years ago, the drawbridge 
was opened regularly for the bene- 
fit of sand barges, but that traffic 
ceased, so the railroad built solid 
rails across the bridge. fnd the 
Dottie couldn’t get under it by a 
foot at low tide. 


So Douglas took the matter up. 


with the War Department, which 
controls all inland waterways. 
What he suspected was. true—draw- 
bridges on navigable waters must 
‘tbe opened on request. He request- 
ed passage at 10:30 a. m. and 1:30 
p. m. yesterday. The Douglas fam- 
ily had decided to take a trip to 
Bear Mountain for refreshments. 

Promptly at the appointed hour 
the Dottie bore down on the draw- 
bridge and found it open. A sec- 
tion crew of 30. had removed 240 
feet of track under the supervi- 
sion of a division engineer, his 
assistant, a superintendent of 
bridges and buildings and a mem- 
ber of the road’s legal department. 

The gang quickly replaced the 
track—and stood by for three hours 
until the Dottie made its return 
passage from Bear Mountain. 

Douglas predicted the gang 
would be back. 

“My vacation starts Saturday,” 
said Douglas, “and I plan to do a 
lot of cruising. I suggest they keep 
a section gang handy at the draw- 
bridge.” .

Physicians gave him a 
blood transfusion yesterday and 
performed a minor operation on his 
foot last night. He was given nour- 
ishment through a tube. His tem- 
perature remained around 106 de- 
grees throughout the day. 


Treated Here Five Times. 


Wadlow’s feet—he weighed 491 
pounds—had always been a source 
of trouble. Five times since 1930 he 
has received treatment at Barnes 
Hospital for infections and broken 
bones. He had little sensation in 
his feet and did not feel chafing 
until blisters formed. 

Scientists who examined him said 
his abnormal growth resulted from 
overactivity of the pituitary gland 
at the base of the brain. He was 
the tallest man in medical records, 
overtopping the Irish giant, Byrn, 
by half an inch, and the Cushings 
giant by six and one-half inches. 

Wadlow’s abnormal growth be- 
gan in infancy, although he was 
not unusually large at birth, weigh- 
ing nine pounds. At six months he 
weighed 30 pounds, and at a year, 
62. When he entered school at 6, 
he wore a suit designed for a youth 
three times his age. At 9 he was 
6 feet 1 inch tall, weighed 178 
pounds, and was strong enough to 
pick up his father, Harold F. Wad- 
low, and carry him about. 

7 Feet Tall at 12. 

When he was within a month 
of 12 he entered Barnes Hospital 
with a foot infection and was thus 
brought to the attention of special- 
ists, who began to study him. He 
was seven feet tall, and it was pre- 
dicted he would add another foot, 
perhaps a foot and a half. By 1935 
he had reached 8 feet 1% inches, 
and last year he became the tall-| 
est man in medical history. 

Wadlow’s parents are of normal 
height, as are his two sisters and 
two brothers. He went through 
school at the usual pace and was 
graduated with honors from high 
school. After graduation, he en- 
rolled at Shurtleff College, intent 
on a career as a lawyer. 

Living costs were high for Wad- 
low, but vaudeville, circus and con- 
vention appearances helped defray 
them. His last sponsor was a St. 
Louis shoe company, which fur- 
nished his size 37 shoes. 

They would have cost him about 
$100 otherwise. His suits required 
14 .-yards of material, almost three 
times the amount required for the 
normal adult. Gloves cost $11. 

If a special casket which has been 
ordered is available by tonight, the 
body will be shipped immediately 
to Alton, Wadlow’s father said. 
Burial will be in Oakwood Ceme- 
tery, Alton. The father said the 
family would consider no sugges- 
tions that the body be given to sci- 
ence.

The Democratic National Com- 
mittee is paying for the wire, Early 
said earlier when asked how Roose- 
velt. was keeping in touch with 
Secretary of Commerce Hopkins, 
regarded in some quarters as the 
President’s representative at Chi- 
cago. 

Roosevelt Back From Cruise. 

Still publicly silent as_ to 
whether he would run again, Roose- 
velt returned late yesterday from 
a week-end cruise on the Potomac 
River with his long-time political 
counselor, Justice Samuei I. Rosen- 
man of New York. 

Justice Rosenman was with 
Roosevelt constantly during the 
Democratic convention which first 
nominated him for the presidency 
in 1932, and his inclusion among 
the week-end presidential guests 
stirred speculation that the Presi- 
dent might be giving thought to an 
acceptance speech. There was no 
word from any member of the party 
to confirm this, however.

Demonstration Cut Short—# 
After 45-Minute Routine ~ 
Session, Democrats Recess 
Until Keynote Speech To- 
night. 


CHICAGO, July 15 (AP). — 
A demand that President 
Roosevelt be drafted for a 
third term because he is ‘‘the 
kind of man that mankind 
needs’’ was made at the open- 
ing session of the Democratic 
National Convention today by 
Mayor Edward J. Kelly of 
Chicago. 

Kelly delivered the first for- 
mal address of the convention. 
It was scheduled as Chicago’s 
welcome to the delegates, but 
the Mayor, a delegate himself, 
made virtually a nominating 
speech for Roosevelt, who, he 
said, ‘‘is not a candidate.”’ 


‘‘We must draft Roosevelt,’’ 
he shouted to the convention, 
and the delegates responded 
with applause and_ cheers 
which were cut off by the gav- 
el of James A. Farley, national 


chairman. 

The routine opening session last- 
ed only 45 minutes and the conven- 
tion recessed until 8 p. m. (St. 
Louis time), when Farley will ad- 
dress the delegates before turning 
the gavel over to William B. Bank- 
head, Speaker of the House and 
the temporary chairman who will 
deliver the keynote address, 


Convention Outlook. 


As the delegates assembled—two 
thirds of them pledged to renomi- 
nation of Roosevelt—close friends 
of the President quoted him as say- 
ing merely, “I am not a candi- 
date.” The general belief, however, 
was that he would be renominated 
and would accept, but strategy for 
a “draft” nomination had not been 
announced, 


Such men as Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes said they had no doubt 
Roosevelt would take the nomina- 
tion. They admitted they were 
working for his nomination without 
direct authorization. Bereft of the 
counsel of Chairman Farley, the ~ 
strategists of the third-term drive ; 
were said to be somewhat uncertain 
whether to put Roosevelt’s name in 
nomination or simply to let the 
votes rally to his standard without 
the formality of a nominating 
speech when the polling starts 
Thursday. 
Opening Ceremony. 

Fifteen minutes*before time for 
the session to open this morning, 
Farley appeared on the platform, 
but acres of empty red-backed seats 
were spread out before him on the | 
floor and high up in the triple | 
tiered galleries.

REPORTS SHOOTING 
DOWN 10 PLANES 


Fascist Flyers Attack Malta 
Again, Say They Set 
Fires—English Air Force 
Raids Stores, Barracks in 
Eritrea. 


ROME, July 15 (AP).—Destruc- 
tion of two British submarines and 
e destroyer in week-end naval oper- 
ations in the Mediterranean was 
claimed by Italy today. 

An Italian submarine, the high 
command said, sank a British sub- 
marine and a destroyer in_ the 
Western Mediterranean. It had re- 
ported yesterday that an Italian de- 
stroyer also sank a British subma- 
rine. 

(Loss of a destroyer and one sub- 
marine is acknowledged by the 
British.) 

Damage of undisclosed extent 
was said to have been heaped on 
British warships in the Mediterran- 
ean, pictured by Italians as strug- 
gling home to Alexandria under 
aerial pounding after a hapless for- 
ay into the open sea. Battleships 
and cruisers were reported to have 
been struck “repeatedly” with 
heavy bombs. 

A total of 10 British planes de- 
stroyed was counted for the week 
end both over the Mediterranean 
and in Africa where, the communi- 
que today said, Italian scouting 
planes also machine-gunned British 
troops near Buna, East Africa, 

The Italians acknowledged one of 
their submarines was missing and 
one of their planes had failed to 
return to its base. 

Fascist flyers were reported to 
have set several big fires in anoth- 
er attack on the British naval base 
at Malta, which the high command 
said Saturday had been rendered 
wirtually unfit for use. 

(A British communique § said 
three waves of Italian planes had 
attacked Malta but had been beat- 
en off.) . 

Two British planes were said to 
have been destroyed in a dog fight 
during the raid while all Italian 
planes returned safely, 

The Italians reported their air 
force had bombed “with good re- 
sults” the naval and air bases at 
Aden, on the Red Sea. Sharp fight- 
ing occurred along the border be- 
tween Ethiopia and Britain’s Ken- 
ya Colony, where British attacks 
Were reported to have been re- 
pulsed at several points. A British 
air raid:on an Italian airdrome at 
Cirenaica, Libya, was said to have 
been beaten off without damage or 
casualties. 


BRITISH AIR RAIDS 
IN ERITREA, LIBYA 


CAIRO, July 15 (AP). — Heavy 
fires resulted from Royal Air Force 
bombing raids on Italian stores and 
barracks south of Assab, in Eritrea, 
a R. A. F. communique asserted 
today. . 

“Shipping in Tobruk Harbor (Lib- 
ya) again was attacked by our 
bombers,” the communique said. 
“Full results are not yet known 
but a column of black smoke was 
<observed on the south shore after 
one attack. All our aircraft re- 
turned safely. | 

“The enemy attempted two night 
raids on Malta and one yesterday 
morning. None of the raids was 
successful and there was no dam- 
age and no casualties. 

“It is now confirmed that, after 
an enemy attack on Wajer (Ken- 
ya) on July 11, one enemy fighter 
was shot down by anti-aircraft 
fire, the machine crashing at Der- 
kali. The crew of three was killed. 
In the same engagement another 
fighter, after being attacked by 
two fighters of the South African 
Air Force, made off with one en- 
gine smoking badly.”

40. Stukas Dive at Ships in 
Endless Procession as De- 
stroyer’ss Guns Flare and 
British Fighters Roar Aft- 
er Raiders. 


Action All Over Sky Amid 
Thundering of Shells and 
Bombs — German Pilot 
Drowns After His Craft 


Falls in Flames.

DOVER, July 14 (Delayed).—I 
sat on a cliff at Hell’s Corner—the 
hottest spot in England—for an 


hour this ‘afternoon while 40 Ger- 
man stukas dived-bombed a convoy 
just a mile away. 

A flaring Junkers-87 volplaned 
down and knifed into the sea half 
a mile from where I sat. Minutes 
later, a German pilot came float- 
ing down out of the clouds fran- 
tically trying to make the beach, 
landed half a mile out to sea and 
drowned before my eyes. 

Back to the west a Hurricane 
dived down on a Messerschmitt-109 
and drove him down with smoke 
trailing from his nose. He roared 
over me at 500 feet, suddenly 
stopped smoking, and seemed to 
right himself; then his engine be- 
gan to rattle like a kettledrum 
and he went staggering back to 
France, leaving a smudge of black 
smoke. 

Over to the right, the stukas 
soared like hawks, then hurtled 
down to the roar of racing engines 
to pelt the convoy. There were in- 
credible concussions and the ships 
were buried in smoke and flame 
and spray. A game destroyer was 
smothered in fire as all its guns 
blasted away at the soaring, div- 
ing enemy above. Three mammoth 
bombs hit the sea behind and 
around the last ship in line and 
their resounding “r-rumpf, r-rumpf, 
r-rumpf!” was echoed by the cliffs. 
The ship seemed to disappear, then 
the smoke cleared away, and there 
she was, “as big as life.” 


Made to Order. 

It was a tailor-made battle, as 
far as I was concerned. I came to 
Dover this morning for the avowed 
purpose of seeing a German bom- 
bardment. So had a gentleman 
from the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, who had been vainly 
combing the country for a week 
hoping to do an eyewitness account 
of a dogfight. No two reporters 
were ever handed the goods faster 
or more completely. 

I had had lunch with some offi- 
cers in the local anti-aircraft bat- 
tery and had wandered out to the 
edge of a chalk cliff to have a quiet 
nap. I had just found a nice bed 
in a patch of deep grass and was 
dozing off when two flights of Brit- 
ish Hurricane fighters roared high 
overhead, indicating something 
might be happening. 

The scene was anything but war- 
like. In the glorious summer sun- 
Shine, the great cliffs north of 
Cap Gris Nez, 22 miles away, 
seemed within arm’s reach. Farther 
north, I could see the towers of 
Calais and a smudge of a German 
warship entering port. At my feet, 
slowly moving down from the North 
Sea, came a motley little convoy—a 
dozen small ships, and their de- 
stroyer. Only the pounding roar 
of six Rolls-Royce Merlins, high 
above, broke the Sabbath calm. 
The British fighters moved off to 
the north and the noise of their mo- 
tors dwindled into silence. Then 
suddenly the air-raid siren down at 
Dover began to wail, and far off 
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tanker after the British ‘bomber 


to the east, over France, I could 
hear a great and growing roar. It 
sounded as though the whole Ger- 
man Luftwaffe (air arm) was on 
its way. I strained my eyes to see 
them coming and I was still doing 
so when all hell broke loose down 
below. 

Endless Procession. 
The destroyer’s guns began to 
speak and then the stukas began to 
drop down out of the clouds. They 
came in an endless procession, hov- 
ering first in clouds high above, 
then soaring down in a long, grace- 
ful spiral and, finally diving point- 
blank at the ships, releasing their 
bombs at 1000 feet and finally 
zooming off either for home or a 
new attack. There seemed to be 
dozens of them ,and their attack 
seemed never to stop. 
I still fail to see how any of the 
ships in that convoy came out 
afloat. Bombs appeared to land 
all around them and all over them 
with ever-increasing accuracy. Yet 
the junky little fighters kept firing 
back and the destroyér belched: 
flames and shells from every quar- 
ter. 
At the height of the attack, there 
was a thrilling, horrible diversion. 
A stuka, flying high waiting for its 
turn to pounce, was struck by a 
heavy anti-aircraft shell and began 
to spiral down out of the clouds, 
leaving a trail of snow-white smoke 
too beautiful to be real. Two thou- 
sand feet up, it burst into flames, 
pointed its nose straight down and 
cut into the sea like a knife plunged 
{nto a piece of cheese. There was 
an almost imperceptible splash and 
a pool of oil formed on the surface. 
The pilot had bailed out and was 
just coming through the last thin 
layer of clouds as his machine hit 
the water. For a while he hung 
limp and I thought he had been 
badly wounded, but then I could see 
that he was trying to guide his par- 
achute toward the coast. Minutes 
passed and the battie was still roar- 
ing along in full cry before he came 
near the water. He seemed to hang 
motionless for a instant—as 


though his desperate fear of death 


could save him—then he hit the 

sea, his parachute enveloped him 

like a shroud and they disappeared. 

I found myself praying for him. 
“All Over the Skies.” 

The row in the skies and down 
off the Dover harbor never seemed 
to stop. The Hurricanes and Spit- 
fires ‘had come dashing in early in 
the attack and were chasing the 
stukas and Messerschmitts all over 
the skies. Just back of the cliffs, 
5000 feet up, one Hurricane got on 
the tail of a Messerschmitt-109 and 
gave it a long burst. He whipped 
around and went after another as 
the Messerschmitt came hurtling 
down toward my one-man press gal- 
lery, with smoke pouring out behind 
him. That smoke may have been 
a trick, but the black smoke that 
began to come out of his engine 
as he headed for France was not. 

As the British fighters took care 
of the Messerschmitts and then 
dived in on the Stukas themselves, 
the battle finally -.egan to peter 
out and the stukas streaked for 
home. Altogether, the fight had 
lasted for an hour, and there were 
still stray planes overhead half 
an hour after that. 


According to an official account 
of the engagement, seven German 
planes were shot down and the 
convoy suffered no damage. Many 
of the dogfights took place over 
the horizon or too high up for me 
to see them. Four stukas were 
apparently destroyed by Spitfires 
and two Messerschmitts by Hurri- 
canes. 


Back in Dover I found the streets 
crowded with Sunday afternoon 
strollers, including several hundred 
girls who had come down to pass 
the day with their soldier friends. 
Nobody seemed to be taiking about 
the air raid, although most of them 
had been sitting in shelters, hold- 
ing their ears, a bare hour before. 
This stoicism or indifference or 
cool courage—whatever it is—is 
Great Britain’s secret weapon in 
this war. 


RUSH OF WEDDINGS

OTTAWA, July 15 (AP).—Author- 
ities attributed a large number of 
weddings to the Government ruling 
that men married after yesterday 
would be considered unmarried for 
the purposes of the national regis- 
tration through which Canada will 
take stock of its human resources 
as a part of its war effort. 

The announcement Friday of the 
ruling prompted many pairs to ad- 
vance the date of their weddings 
and in some cities the demand for 
marriage licenses exceeded the sup- 
ply. 

In Montreal hundreds flocked to 
marriage license bureaus and at 
the Archbishop’s palace it was re- 
ported more than 200 applications 
for dispensations were made Satur- 
day. Under canon law, Roman 
Catholics must obtain a dispensa- 
tion from a Bishop unless banns are 
published in the parish church on 
three successive Sundays.

TO LAST, CHURCHILL SAYS 


SANK 3 MERCHANT 
SHIPS IN CHANNEL 


“Would Rather See City in Ruins Than That 
It Should Be Abjectly Enslaved”—Ready 
for Attack Now, or Long War. 


LONDON, July 15 (AP).—Great 
Britain, “a great nation with a will 
power” the equal of Germany’s, is 
ready for a long war and waiting 
for the day, even if it should not 
come until 1942, when it can take 
the offensive itself. 

So Prime Minister Churchill in- 
formed the world last night in 4 
“fight talk” picturing Britain as 
armed more powerfuily on land, at 
sea and in the air than at any time 
in its history. 

Of the anticipated German invas- 
ion and England’s determination to 
meet the attack, Churchill said 
there “will be no placid lying down 
of the people in submission,” but 
that “every village, every town and 
every city” would be defended and 
that “we would rather see London 
laid in ruins and ashes than that it 
should be painfully and abjectly en- 
slaved.” : 


Defenders Ready, He Says. 


Churchill spoke of the strength 
of the British army, “a million and 
half men under arms;” of the 
home guard, “more than a million 
volunteers ready to destroy “para- 
chutists, airborne invaders and any 
traitors that may ‘be found in our 
midst”; of the Royal Air Force and 
fighter command, which have ‘shot 
down mo: than five to one” of Ger- 
man planes attacking convoys and 
Britain itself, and finally of the 
Royal Navy, ready to protect any 
part of the empire “with over a 
thousand armed ships under the 
white ensign patrolling the seas.” 


Then, looking beyond the “im- 
pending assault which we await un- 
dismayed,” he asked, “Why do I 
dwell on all this?” 

“Not, surely, to induce any slack- 
ening of effort or vigilance,” he 
said. 

“On the contrary, these must be 
redoubled and we must prepare

6 Other Vessels Reported 
Damaged — German 
Warship Credited With 
Destroying 18,500 Tons. 


BERLIN, July 15 (AP).—Three 
British merchantmen totaling 17,- 
000 tons were sunk, and a destroy- 
er, an auxiliary cruiser and four 
other merchant ships were dam- 
aged Sunday by German bombers 
which raided convoys in the Eng- 
lish Channel, the German high 
command said today. 

During the night of July 14-15 
British planes “dropped bombs 
aimlessly” in Northern and West- 
ern Germany, causing slight prop- 
erty damage, the communique said. 

Two British planes were report- 
ed shot down by anti-aircraft fire 
while German fighting planes ac- 
counted for another. 

Surface Raiders. 

The high command announced in 
its communique yesterday that a 
single warship had sunk 18,500 
tons of “enemy merchant shipping 
in overseas waters.” 

No further details were given. 
But Germans assumed that surface 
raiders would be more active, now 
that German ships ‘tan operate 
from bases on the Atlantic coast 
from Southern France to the Arc- 
tic Circle. 

In week-end aerial operations, 
the Germans claimed 15 British 
planes destroyed against three Ger- 
man planes lost. Ten of the Brit- 
ish aircraft were said to have been 
downed while seeking to guard 
convoys in the English Channel, 
and five more in raids over North- 
ern and Western Germany Satur- 
day night.

Boom for Garner Also, but 
Roosevelt Will Decide— 
What Will Farley Do? 
Second Big Question of 
Convention.

CHICAGO, July 15.—The stage 
has been set for the “drafting” of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt by the twen- 
ty-eighth national convention of 
the Democratic party and. the 
actors are soon to speak their lines. 
By some they will be spoken. with 
genuine fervor and delight; by oth- 
ers, however trippingly the words 
may come, with an emotion plain- 

ly counterfeit. 

It is taken for granted on all 
hands that the President will ac- 
cept the third-term nomination and 
thereby, on the ground of emer- 
gency, launch a campaign in de- 
fiance of one of the most deeply- 
rooted traditions of American po- 
litical history. 

Now that the nation’s No. 1 en- 
igma has been settled in the minds 
of the delegates, the question which 


most engages their interests con-/ 


cerns the nomination for Vice-Pres- 

ident. : 

\ Question on Farley. 
Rivaling this is the question of 
yhat James A. Farley will do. Will 

the national chairman of the party, 
the man whose political skill was a 
large factor in its triumphs of 1932 
and 1936, carry out his present ap- 
parent intention to retire from the 
chairmanship, or will he yield to 
the heavy pressure which is being 
applied to keep him in it? 

If one had to make a guess as to 
the vice-presidential nominee, the 
name of Cordell Hull would be as 
good as any, but it would be only 
a guess. If Roosevelt says the 
word, Hull will be chosen. He is 
acceptable to both wings of the 
party, the conservatives and the 
New Dealers, though the latter 
view him without enthusiasm. Hull 
has shown a strong aversion to 
having his name considered, but it 
is generally felt that if he is nom- 
inated his sense of party loyalty 
will lead him to accept the call. 

Though informed opinion gives 
the Secretary of State the inside 
track at the moment, it by no 
means excludes other possibilities. 
Vice-President Garner is being 
earnestly boomed—notably by the 
popular Sam Rayburn, the House 
majority leader—on the ground 
that no other nomination would so 
promote unity within the party. 
Hardly anybody doubts that Gar- 
ner, despite his much publicized 
differences with the President, 
would accept the nomination. The 
other side of the story is that Gar- 
mer is anathema to the New Deal- 
ers, and if. their version of what is 
in the President’s mind is correct, 
“Cactus Jack” will be certainly 
relegated to Uvalde. 

Other Possibilities. 

Then there are the other old fa- 
miliar names, worn threadbare by 
much speculation—Senator Byrnes 
ef South Carolina, able political 
trader, Justice Douglas of the Su- 
preme Court, darling of the New 
Dealers, but cordially disliked by 
the other wing of the party; Gov.

U, S. INVESTMENTS ABROAD 
394 MILLIONS LESS IN 1939 


More Than Two-Thirds of Foreign 
Holdings in Western 
Hemisphere. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
The Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce estimated yes- 
terday that United Etates invest- 
ments in foreign countries aggre- 
gated $11,365,000,000 at the end of 
1939, a decline of $394,000,000 in 12 
months. 

More than two-thirds of the for- 
eign investments were in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, with $4,134,000,000 
in Latin America and $3,781,000,000 
in Canada. 

The decline in total investments 
was attributed principally to a 
drop of $263,000.000 in the face value 
of foreign dollar bonds held in 
this country. The value of “direct” 


investments — covering participa-| : 


tion in foreign enterprise such as 
manufacturing, mining and distri- 
bution—declined by $37,000,000 to 
$6,985,000,000. Net liquidation of 
$94,000,000 brought holding of short 
term assets down to $595,000,000.

when Horatio Seymour was chosen. 
Save for one break, there followed 
an uninterrupted succession of New 
York selections down to the begin- 
ning of the Bryan era—that of Hor- 
ace Greeley in 1872, Samuel J. Til- 
den of 1876, Grover Cleveland in 
1884, 1888 and 1892. The next two 
conventions put Bryan in the sad- 
dle, but in 1904 the party turned 
back to New York and chose Alton 
B. Parker. After Parker—and no 
wonder—there were four conven- 
tions that yielded New York noth- 
ing except the nomination of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for Vice- 
President in 1920,

dominant with the choice of John

The fact cannot be overlooked 
that some diplomats who are clos- 
est to the Nazis are now stressing 
the chances of a Nazi-British peace 
settlement. They seem to think 
that such a settlement would de- 
pend chiefly upon whether the 
British Government or a reshuf- 
fled British Cabinet is “willing to 
listen to reason.” These persons 
usually echo what Hitler’s Balkan 
emissaries are saying. Right now 
they insist that Berlin is worried 
about Japan’s getting a free hand 
to dominate all of the Far East, 
notably Indo-China and the Dutch 
East Indies.

During the last fortnight the 
British navy, in addition to block- 
ading what is left of the German 
fleet, and chasing the Italian fleet, 
has had imposed upon it the sad 
duty of putting effectually out of 
action for the duration of the war 
the tactical ships of the French 
navy. These, under the armistice 
terms signed in the railway coach 
at Compiegne would have been 
placed within the power of Nazi 
Germany. 

The transference of these ships to 
Hitler would have endangered the 
security both of Great Britain and 
the United States. We therefore 

~ had no choice but to act as we did 
and to act forthwith. 

Our painful task is now com- 
pleted. Aithough the unfinished 
battleship Jean Bart still rests in 
a Moroccan harbor, and there are 
a number of French warships at 
Toulon and in various French ports 
all over the world, they. are not in 
a condition, or of a character, to 
derange our preponderance of navy 
power. 

As long, therefore, as they make 
no attempt to return to ports con- 
trolled by Germany or Italy, we 
shall not molest them in any way. 
That melancholy phase in our rela- 
tions with France has, 80 far as 
we are concerned, come to an end. 

Let us think, rather, of the fu- 
ture. 

Prediction of New France. 

Today is the fourteenth of July, 
the national festival of France. A 
year ago in Paris I watched the 
stately parade down the Champs 
d’Elysee of the French army and 
the French Empire. Who could 
foresee what the course of a year 
could bring? 

Who can foresee what the course 
of other years will bring? Faith 
is given to us as a help and com- 
fort when we stand in awe before 

} the unfurling scroll of human des- 
tiny. And I proclaim my faith that 
some of us will live to see a four- 
teenth of July when a liberated 
France will once again rejoice in 
her greatness and in her glory; 
and once again stand forward as 
a champion of the freedom and the 
rights of man. 

When that day dawns, and dawn 
it will, the soul of France will turn 
with comprehension and with kind- 
ness to those Frenchmen and 
French women wherever they may 
be, who in the darkest hour did 
not despair of the republic. 

In the meantime, we shall not 
waste our breath, or encumber our 
thoughts, with reproaches, when 
you have a friend and comrade 
at whose side you have faced tre- 
mendous struggles, and your friend 
is smitten down by a stunning 
blow, it may be necessary to make 
sure that the weapon that has 
fallen from his hands shall not be 
added to the resources of your 
common enemy. 

But you need not bear malice 
because of your friend’s cry of de- 
lirium and gesture of agony. You 
must not add to his pain. You 
must work for his recovery. The 
association interests between Brit- 
ain and France remains. The 
cause remains. 

Duty inescapable remains. 

Policy Toward French. 

So long as our pathway to vic- 
tory is not impeded, we are ready 
to discharge such offices of good 
will toward the French Govern- 
ment as may be possible, and to 
foster the trade and help the ad- 
ministration of those parts of the 
great French Empire, which are 
now cut off from captive France, 
but which maintaig their freedom. 

Subject to the ifon demands of 
the war which we are waging 
against Hitler and all his works, 
we shall try to conduct ourselves 
that every true French heart will 
beat and glow at the way we carry 
on the struggle. 

And that not only France, but all 
the oppressed countries in Europe 
may feel that each British victory 
is a step toward the liberation of 
the Continent, and the foulest 
thralldom into which it has ever 
been cast. 

Long and Hard War. 


All goes to show that the war 
will be long and hard. No one can 
tell where it will spread. One thing 
is certain: the peoples of Europe 
will not be ruled for long by the 
Nazi Gestapo. Nor will the world 
yield itself to Hitler’s gospel of 
hatred, appetite and domination. 

And now it has come to us: We 
must stand alone in the breach, 
and face the worst that the tyrant’s 
might and enmity can do. Bearing 
ourselves humbly before God, but 
conscious that we serve an unfold- 
ing purpose, we are ready to de- 
fend our native land against the 
invasion by which it is threatened. 

We are fighting by ourselves— 
alone. But we are not fighting for 
ourselves—alone. Here in this 
strong city of refuge, which en- 
shrines the title deeds of human 
progress—and is of big consequence 
to human civilization—here, girt 
about by the seas and oceans, 
where our navy reigns, shielded 
from above by the prowess and de- 
votion of our airmen, we await un- 
dismayed the impending assault. 

Perhaps it will come tonight. 
Perhaps it will come next week. 
Perhaps it will never come. We 
must show ourselves equally capa- 


ble of of meeting a sudden, violent 


shock or, what is perhaps a hard- 
er test, a prolonged issue. 


'I dwell on 


But Hitler has not yet been 
withstood by a great nation with 
a will power the equal of their 
own. Many of these countries have 
been poisoned by intrigue before 
they were struck down by violence. 
They have been rotted from within 
before they were smitten from 
the French people? To the leaders 
of the French people? 

But here in our island we are 
in good health, and in good heart. 
We have seen how Hitler pre- 
pared, in scientific detail the plans 
for destroying the neighboring 
countries of Germany. He had his 
plans for Poland and his plans for 
Norway. He had his plans for 
Denmark. He had his plans all 
worked out for ,the doom of the 
peaceful, trustful Dutch. And of 
course for the Belgians. We have 
seen how the French were under- 
mined and overthrown. We may, 
therefore, be sure that there is a 
plan, perhaps built up over years, 
for destroying Great~ Britain; 
which, after all, has the honor to 
be his main and foremost enemy. 

All I can say is that any plan 
for invading Britain, which Hitler 
made two months ago, must have 
had to be entirely recast in order 
to meet our new position. 

Forces Concentrated. 

Two months ago, nay, one month 
ago, our first and main effort was 
to keep our best army in France. 
All our regular troops, all our out- 
put of munitions, and a very large 
part of our airforce, had to be 
sent to France and maintained in 
action there. 

But now we have it all at home. 
Never before in the last war, or 
in this, have we had in this island 
an army comparable in quality, in 
equipment, or numbers to. that 
which stands here in guard to- 
night. 

We have a million and a half 
men in the British army under 
arms tonight. And every week of 
June and July has seen their or- 
ganization, their defensive and 
their striking power advance by 
leaps and bounds. No praise is 
too high for the officers and men, 
aye, and the civilians, who - have 
made this immense transformation 
in so short a time. 

Behind -these soldiers of the reg- 
ular army, aS a means of destruc- 
tion for parachutists, airborne in- 
vaders, or any traitors that may 
be found in our midst, and I do 
not believe there are mMany—woe 
betide them, they will get short 
shrift—behind the regular army we 
have more than a million of the 
local defense volunteers, or as they 
are much better called, the home 
guard. 

These officers and men, a large 
proportion of whom have _ been 
through the last war, have the 
strongest desire to attack and get 
te close quarters with the enemy, 
wherever he may appear. 

To Defend Every City. 

Should the invader come to Brit- 
ain, there will be no placid lying 
down of the people in submission 
before him, as we have seen 
come to pass in other’ coun- 
tries. We shall defend every vil- 
lage, every’ town and every city. 

The vast mass of London itself, 
fought street by street, would easily 
devour an entire hostile army, and 
we would rather see London laid 
in ruins and ashes than that it 
should be painfully and abjectly en- 
slaved, 

I am bound to state these facts 
because it is necessary to inform 
our people of our intentions, and 
thus to reassure them. 

This has been a great week for 
the Royal Air Force and for the 
fighter command. They have shot 
down more than five to one of the 
German aircraft which have tried 
to molest our convoys in the chan- 
nel or have ventured to cross the 
British coastline. - 

These are, of course, only the 
preliminary encounters to the great 
air battles which lie ahead. ~- 

But I know of no reason why we 
should be discontented with the re- 
sults so far achieved, although, of 
course, we hope to improve upon 
them as the fighting becomes more 
widespread and come more inland. 

Defended by Navy. 

Around all lies the power of the 
Royal Navy. With over a thou- 
sand armed ships under the white 
ensign, patrolling the seas, _ the 
navy, 
ferring its force very readily to the 
protection of any part of the Brit- 
ish Empire which may be threat- 
ened; which is capable also of 
keeping open our communications 
with the New World, from whom 
as the struggle deepens increase in 
aid will come. 

Is it not remarkable that after 
10 months of unlimited U-boat and 
air attack upon our commerce, that 
our food reserves are higher than 
they have ever been, and that we 
have a substantially larger tonnage 
under our own flag, apart from 
great numbers of foreign ships in 
our control, than we had at the 
beginning of the war. 

Why do I dwell on all this? 

Not surely to induce any slack- 
ening of effort, vigilance. On the 
contrary, these must be redoubled, 
and we must prepare not only for 
the summer, but for the winter. 

Not only for 1941, but for 1942, 
when the war will—I trust—take 
a different form from the defensive 
in which it has hitherto been found. 

I dwell on these elements in our 
‘Strength, on these resources which 
‘we have mobilized and controlled.

Informed of Mahoney’s 
ment, Farley said: 

“Well, that’s very interesting. As 
long as they keep mentioning my 
name in connection with the Yan- 
kees it continues to be interesting.” 

He then asked reporters what 
sale time had been mentioned by 
Mahoney, and was told “two 
weeks.” 

“As I said this morning,” Farley 
added, “that song, ‘Take Me Mut 
to the Ball Game,” that they played 
at the stadium, sounded all right.”

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Just Missed ‘Slaughter’ 


Twice, Says Ex-St. 


Charles D. Eaton, Once 
Football Star Here, 
Writes of Service as 
‘Highlander With Cana- 


dians. 


“For days at a time we have 
never taken off our clothes, and 
existed on bully beef and hardtack, 
but all this is as nothing when you 
see what is happening to the world.” 

So wrote Charles D. Eaton, 36 
year-old mining engineer and for- 
mer St. Louis University football 
star, now serving with the 48th 

. Highlanders in the Canadian Army 
stationed at Aldershot, England, in 
a letter to his friend, Abbott Thom- 
as of Kirkwood, on June 20. 

It is a long letter and one which 
Eaton apparently never hoped to 
get by the British censor, since he 
speaks about “the stupidity of those 
at the top” and the “awful slaugh- 
ter” in France. Eaton just missed 
the slaughter on two occasions, but 
he writes a lively and graphic ac- 
count of his “Cook’s tour’ around 
Encland and Northern France. 

On the day when Germany in 
vaded the Low Countries, the 48th 
Hiehlanders arrived at Salisburv 
Plain in England for training. 
After 10 davs “learniine to sleev 
standing up in trenches,” the regi- 
ment was ordered off to France. 


Lines of Ambulance Trains. 

“This was no surprise,” Eaton 
wrote, “since the Germans had by 
then broken through to the Chan- 
nel ports. We’ took the train to 
Dover, where we were greeted by 
long lines of ambulance trains load- 
ing the wounded. We were told 
that Dunqueraque was our destina- 
tion and that we would have to 
fight our wavy off the ship. 

“To this delirhtful prospect was 
added the news that a shin had just 
docked with only half a dozen sur- 
vivors of a battalion of Welsh 
Guards who had attempted to land 
at Boulogne the previous day.” 

Five minutes before the High- 
landers were to sail, however, the 
order was countermanded, and they 
returned to Aldershot. Eaton said 
he had talked to many members of 
the B. E. F. who had escaped from 
the Flanders trap, and had gained 
— following picture of the fight- 
ng: 

“Our .555 mm anti-tank rifles and 
our two-inch anti-tank guns would 
not stop the heavy German tanks 
that came over by the hundreds, 
mowing down whatever was left 
standing after hundreds of planes 
had bombed the hell out of every- 
thing. Then came wave after wave 
of German infantry, many armed 
with tommy guns and nothing else. 
Some even stripped down to the 
waist. It is said they acted like 
drunken wild men, so reckless were 
they in the attack.” 

After a brief stay in a town in 
Northern England, the Highland- 
ers were again ordered to France. 
The Germans were now _ within 
striking distance of Paris. The 
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Highlanders sailed from Plymouth 
and landed at Brest. 
Rum in Water Bottles. 

“The entire First Division was 
coming over,” Eaton wrote, “but 
since the Forty-eighth Highlanders 
are the number one battalion, we 
were the first ones sent east to- 
ward Paris. We were all put on 
one train, but not before my buddy 
and I managed to fill our water 
bottles with good French rum. 

“The farther east we went the 
more apparent it became _ that 
something was very wrong up the 
line, as French troop trains passed 
us going the other way. The roads 
and stations were jammed with 
refugees. The people went wild 
as they saw us going up to the 
front. At each town they would 
offer us bottles of champagne and 
wine, until our compartment was 
so full of bottles you couldn’t sit 
down. 

“That night word came through 
that Paris had fallen. At dawn the 
next day the commanding officer 
announced that the two B. E. F. 
brigades which had moved up just 
ahead of us had been wiped out, 
and that we were likely to meet 
the Germans at any time. We 
broke out all the windows in the 
train, mounted our machine. guns 
and loaded our rifles. 

Ordered Back to Coast. 

“The train moved slowly for- 
ward, and, I thought, this is really 
it, this is what it feels like when 
you go into action. We weren’t 
going to have a chagce. But then 
some guy stepped out of a small 
station and said the French were 
giving in. We were ordered to get 
back to the coast. 

“The commanding officer said if 
we were cut off, the train would 
stop and everyone would _ take 
cover and fight it out as long as 
the ammunition lasted, and then 
every man for himself. We got 
back to St. Malo, and somehow 
we jammed on a ship which was 
so packed you could hardly move. 
I hope all the others waiting in St. 
Malo got on, too, because the town 
is a Berlin suburb by now.” 


Farm Population Largest in 24 Years 
Through Lack of City Opportunity 


Estimated at 32,245,000 by Department of 


Agriculture—High 
All Losses—Labo 


Birth Rate Offsets 
r Needs Decrease. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
The American farm population on 
Jan. 1 was estimated by the Ag- 
ricultuhe Department yesterday at 
32,245,000, the largest in 24 years. 

The estimate was 186,000 more 
than a year ago and represented 
an increase of 2,076,000 for the 
decade, 1930-39. The highest farm 
population figure ever reported 
was 32,530,000 in 1916. 

The increase during the 1930s 
followed a decrease of 1,445,000 dur- 
ing the 1920s and a net loss of 463,- 
000 between 1910 and 1920. 

The department said farms lost 
2,179,000 persons through migra- 
tion during the 1930s, but that an 
excess of rural births over deaths 
more than offset losses through 
movement to urban areas. Births 
were reported at 7,361,000 and 
deaths at 3,313,000 during the last 
decade. . 

A iack of opportunities in cities 
may add 2,000,000 more persons to 
the rural population by 1950, the 
department said. 

“An increase in farm population 


at this time means growing pres- 
‘sure of population on natural re- 
‘sources, especially in the poorer 
agricultural areas,” the depart- 
ment said. “Technological changes 
in agriculture have kept pace with 
those in industry, and the labor 
requirements for agricultural pro- 
duction have been decreased.” 
The department said that normal 
requirements in farm production 
for both domestic and foreign out- 
lets now can be met with approx- 
imately 1,600,000 fewer workers on 
farms than in 1929—which, with 
their dependents, means 3,500,000 
fewer persons. Farm employment 
was said to have decreased more 
jthan 300,000 between 1930 and 1940. 
| Largest increases in farm popu- 
lation during the past 10 years 
were in Kentucky, Teanessee, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. The South 
|Atlantic states, from Maryland and 
Delaware to Florida, showed the 
next largest gain. Areas most se- 
verely affected by drouths of 1934 
and 1936 reported increases be- 
‘fore 1935 and decreases thereafter.

NEW RED DEMANDS 
MADE ON RUMANIA

BUCHAREST, July 15.—Accord- 
ing to reliable reports, the Soviet 
dictatorship continues to raise va- 
rious “points” for discussion and 
adjustment with the Rumanian au- 
thorities, thereby indicating that 
even the cession of Bessarabia and 
Northern Bucovina was not suf- 
ficient to satisfy Moscow com- 
pletely. 

For some time, Gen. Aldea of the 
Rumanian high command has been 
in Odessa, consulting with Red 
Army and civilian officials, pre- 
sumably over technical matters 
connected with the transfer of the 
two provinces. It is understood 
that Gen. Aldea has now found it 
necessary to go to Moscow and 
that the Kremlin has made new 
demands, reputedly of an economic 
nature. Although the Russian 
claims may not be such as to pro- 
voke any immediate rupture with 
Bucharest, the attitude of the 
Soviet leaders tends to increase 
the concern of Rumanians, 


Turkish Paper for Satisfying Bul- 
garia’s “Natural” Claims. 

ISTANBUL, July 15 (AP).—Set- 

tlement of Bulgaria’s “natural and 
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legitimate” territorial claims upon 
its neighbors is necessary for last- 
ing peace to the Balkans, the Turk- 
ish newspaper Tasviri Efkar de- 
clared today in an apparently in- 
spired article. 

The paper said, however, that the 
settlement should be brought about 
by the Balkan nations themselves 
without appealing to any foreign 
Powers—such as Germany or So- 
viet Russia. 

“If Bulgaria appeals to a foreign 
Power to achieve this end,” the 
article said, “the result will be a 
new Versailles Treaty—that is to 
say that wrongs will be done other 
Balkan countries in satisfying Bul- 
garia.” 

Foreign observers interpreted the 
article in effect as a suggestion for 
Rumania to cede Dobruja, Greece, 
to cede an outlet to the Aegean Sea, 
and Yugoslavia to give up certain 
frontier territories to Bulgaria. 

These observers saw in Turkey’s 
desire for settlement of Bulgarian 
claims anxiety lest the disturbed 
situation open the way for a Rus- 
sian march against the Dardan- 
elles, gateway to the Black Sea. 

Recent reassurances from Mos- 


cow have served to allay Turkey’s 
fears somewhat, but it was noted 
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that these reassurances were given 
only after Adolf Hitler was report- 
ed to have told Hungary to defer 
demands for immediate return of 
the Rumanian province of Transyl- 
vania.

Experts agree, however, that 
there is a 50-50 chance that the 
Germans will not attempt an in- 
vasion, but will continue pounding 
the industrfal and port areas, while 
U-boats harass shipping in an at- 
tempt to cut off Britain from the 
outer world. 


Plane Production. 


In this event, the role of the 
Royal Air Force becomes more im- 
portant than ever. The fact that 
this type of warfare will prolong 
the actual conflict makes aircraft 
production here a vital key to 
Britain’s ability to resist constant 
sea and air raids. 

When Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill appointed Lord Beaver- 
brook as Minister for Aircraft Pro- 
duction, it was at a time when im- 
mediate numerical reinforcements 
were more vital than improvements 
in types. Britain has qualitative 
superiority over Germany. Now 
that the immediate gap has been 
filled up by the intensive work 
which Lord Beaverbrook, with the 
aid of Minister of Labor Ernest 
Bevin, instituted without regard to 
former obstacles such as priority of 
supplies and manpoyer, the ques- 
tion of new types is once more 
raised.

Mr. Love on the McCawley Referendum. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

iE adoption by the people of-Senator 

McCawley’s proposal to repeal the 
wildlife regulations of the Conservation 
Commission and to re-enact the old fish 
and game code would destroy one of the 
two major features of the wildlife con- 
servation program in Missouri. 

The commission has adopted and put 
into practice two policies which have 
been demonstrated to be successful in 
several other states, These policies are: 

1. That wildlife is a product of the land 
and waters and can be effectively re- 
plenished by the development and proper 
management of the environment in which 
it lives. 

2. That wildlife is a crop which can 
be annually harvested, but. which must 
have from year to year and from season 
to season a sufficient carry-over to pro- 
vide breeding stocks for succeeding sea- 
BONS. 

* s ° 


It is for the purpose of carrying out 
this second phase of the program that 
the commission has revised, through 
its regulations, the fish and game laws 
of the State. Those regulations are de- 
signed to save a reserve of wildlife, and 
particularly fish, by limiting the take 
through closed seasons, bag limits and 
creel limits, and by protecting all species 
during the period of their highest pro- 
ductivity, including the period of prep- 
aration for reproduction. 

That is why the commission, for ex- 
ample, has prohibited the taking of fish 
of all kinds during the early months of 
the year—a time when they are spawn- 
ing or are preparing for spawning. 

If Senator McCawley’s proposal were 
mdopted, and assuming that it is not a 

ere stop-gap for a limited emergency, 
and assuming, indeed, that it is constitu- 
tional, the fish and some of the game 
of the State would be subjected, as they 
were before, to a substantial reduction 
of breeding stock at the .most critical 
biological period. , 

To take fish or game during that pe- 
riod is like shooting quail on the nest 
or like a farmer butchering a cow be- 
fore her calf is born, or a sow before 
her pigs are farrowed. No farmer would 
think of doing such a thing, and yet 
that is what the McCawley proposal 
would do for our wildlife in Missouri, 
and particularly our fish. 

That would not be the only effect, 
but the example should be sufficient to 
illustrate the folly of the proposal from 
a purely biological and conservation 
standpoint. The Post-Dispatch has 
pointed out its folly from other stand- 
points,

The citizens of the State who have for 
many years been deeply concerned about 
conservation of our wildlife resources, 
and who have labored long and earnestly 
in that direction, are puzzled to know 
what interest Senator McCawley has 
in this matter. 

The question naturally arises as to 
what his motives are in promoting a 
measure that is futile on its face, that 
will cost the taxpayers a vast amount of 
money, that is of extremely doubtful 
legality and that, if enacted and sus- 
tained, would be so harmful to the pro- 
gram which the people themselves have 
established. 

Further than this, under the present 
system, the State of Missouri is eligible 
for its proportion of money under the 
Pittman-Robinson bill, amounting to ap- 
proximately $50,000 per annum. Also, 
through confidence in the present sys- 
tem, several notable gifts have been 
made in land and assets.

THE WHITE MAN’S BURDEN. 


Only a few months ago, the Japanese were hanging 
on for dear life at the end of their rope in China. 
Today, these sons of the Son of Heaven are strutting 
like the cock of the walk. 

A few months ago, they could look back only on an 
ominous series of military reverses following their 
early successes in the Land of the Dragon. Today, 
they are not only pressing Chiang Kai-shek harder 
than ever, but they are also cutting off his supplies, 
and they are badgering the British in Hongkong. 

‘The wheel has turned full circle. With the French 
out of the picture, with the pre-occupied British 
closing the Burma route, Kipling’s “Road to Manda- 
lay,” and with the American fleet more intent on 
patrolling home waters than extending protective 
guns over such faroff places as the Dutch East In- 
dies, the Japanese are preparing to take over the 
“white man’s burden” in the Orient. They want to 
translate “Asia for the Asiatics” into their version of 
the Monroe Doctrine. And who is to say them nay? 

The dominance of Western man in the Far East 
was one of the greatest bluffs in history. It seems 
almost inconceivable that the people of that tiny 
peninsula of the Eurasian continent that is Europe 
should have held sway over the teeming millions of 
the Orient. Steel and guns had something to do with 
it, but Western ascendancy rested more on prestige 
than on power. The Europeans—and we, too, had 
our part in the business—boldly declared that they 
were superior people. Now, it seems that bluff is 
about to be called. And there are no big guns; not 
even new Kiplings to sing Empire’s prowess. England 
is actually helping the Japanese, and so speeding the 
day when they can go to Hitler’s aid. 

The upsurge of the Japanese has received new 
impetus from Europe’s war, but its origins go back 
much farther. William Henry Chamberlin, long the 
Tokyo correspondent of the Christian Science Moni- 
tor, traces them at least to the Japanese victory over 
Russia in 1905. That was the first major blow to 
the legend of white superiority. 

Then came the World War and the hounding of 
the Germans out of China—a serious breach in white 
solidarity. After the war, thousands of penniless 
Russian refugees appeared in Manchuria, China and 
Japan. The men went begging or performed menial 
services, the women sometimes became concubines of 
the Chinese. If anything was left of prestige, most 
of it must have disappeared in the last few months. 

Recalling the anti-Western Chinese revolutionary 
movement of 1925-27, Chamberlin would not be sur- 
prised by a Chinese-Japanese accommodation to rid 
the Orient of the white man. If he were a “Yellow 
Peril” jingoist, his forehodings would be less alarm- 
ing. Since he is not, they bring home all the more 
forcibly the warning that Western imperialism seems 
to be leading only to something worse. Europe sowed 
the wind and is reaping the whirlwind. 

Certainly, the United States should not elect to 
take over the role of the European imperialists. In 
spite of the flurry about those 16 Japanese plain- 
clothes men, our interest is not in domination, but 
merely in trade. 
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WHAT WILL THE DEMOCRATS SAY ABOUT IT? 

In their farm plank, the Republicans promise that 
major benefits will go to family-size farms. This 
resembles the 1936 plank, which advocated a limit 
of $2500 for subsidies to any one farmer. 

The Roosevelt administration at first placed no 
limit on the amount of the subsidy to any one farmer. 
On some corporation farms, the subsidy totaled up- 
ward of $100,000. 

Now the AAA is enforcing a nominal limit of 
$10,000. But there is reason to believe that this 
provision is being evaded on large plantations by 
parceling the land out to lessees, with the under- 
standing that a major portion of the price adjust- 
ment and soil-conservation payments will be kicked 
back to the landowner. 

If there is any virtue in the idea that the Govern- 
ment should encourage the division of the land into 
family-type units—and we think there is—this fea- 
ture of the Republican platform is worthy of emula- 
tion by the Democratic convention. 
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BRITAIN’S DEFIANCE. 

Winston Churchill sounded a note of defiance and 
of confidence in his radio address yesterday—an 
address in the Prime Minister’s best vein of elo- 
quence, which rose on this occasion to ruggedly po- 
etic Quality. There was a note, too, of sympathy for 
the fallen ally, France, replacing the bitterness of a 
few weeks ago, and of high resolve that ultimately 
the Nazi’s captive will be freed. 

Mr. Churchill has always been enough of a realist 
not to minimize now the grave threat that confronts 
Britain. He recognizes and admits publicly that 
England must shortly suffer far more than the 
present German bombing raids, which are “only the 
preliminary.” A great ordeal faces Britain, and 
the war “will be long and hard.” Yet he is confident 
of ultimate victory, and even looks ahead to an of- 
fensive campaign in 1942. 

That Hitler is preparing a tremendous and care- 
fully calculated smash against Britain is told by 
Louis Lochner in dispatches from Berlin, in language 
as plain as can be used without riling the Nazi cen- 
sors. “It must be assumed that the completeness, 
thoroughness and circumspectness of the prepara- 
tions are equal at least to those preceding the Nor- 
wegian and Western campaigns,” Lochner says— 
and those deadly campaigns are now. familiar history. 

The British, too, are preparing, and are striking 
back, both against the bombing attacks and against 
military and industrial concentrations in Nazi ter- 
ritory. Certainly Britain is capable of stubborn de- 
fense, but has the realization of imminent danger 
come in time? Is sufficient British air power avail- 
able to stave off the concentrated might of Hitler’s 
bombing fleet? Churchill’s defiant answer is that 
Britain can and will resist. 

CUBA’S ODD ELECTION. 

Cuba has just had a most curious sort of presiden- 
tial election. The island Republic’s dictator, Col. 
Batista, has elaborately followed the forms of democ- 
racy in order to have himself elected President. The

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A HAVEN FOR REFUGEE CHILDREN. 

Washington’s red tape was never cut in a better 
cause than when the departments of State and Jus- 
tice joined hands in wielding the scissors which on 
Saturday sheared through the bonds that were hold- 
ing refugee children from, a haven in America.

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DEPRESSION IN THE FOOTBALL BUSINESS. 

Stepping into his No. 1 role, that of football ex- 
pert, our versatile Jimmy Conzelman rises to report 
that the University of Wyoming is about to build a 
dormitory that will house its football players—with- 
out charge, of course.

League of Nations passed away in the 

afternoon of May 17. The obituary no- 
tice was contained in a report from Geneva 
that about four-fifths of the permanent 
staff of the League Secretariat had been 
suspend or compelled to resign. 

All that is left is a palatial building, 
haunted by ghosts, and a few officials en- 
trusted with the vague task of upholding 
liaison with the remaining member states 
—ready at a moment’s notice to be trans- 
ferred to any place the Secretary-General 
may choose in the event of Switzerland’s 
invasion. Thus passes one of humanity’s 
noblest dreams and it is not mere coinci- 
dence that the actual closing down of the 
offices in Geneva coincided with the full 
blast of the German attack on Holland 
and Belgium. 

The League, as built at Geneva, never had 
any real chance of success. It was a com- 
mittee of sovereign states; no executive 
power was entrusted to the new organism. 
Its outward decadence began when the 
great Powers that controlled it tolerated 
Japanese aggression in Manchuria; its death 
Sentence was passed when they failed to 
enforce sanctions against Italy in her war 
on Abyssinia. 

Everything that followed was a direct 
consequence of these failures. Geneva was 
more and more used cynically as a screen 
for ulterior aims, as a platform for non- 
committal declarations of good will, as a

Geneva was used to facilitate every re- 
treat from the international principle. End- 
less conferences, called not to deal with 
problems, but to soothe opinion had only 
the result of compromising the very idea of 
diplomacy by conference. The world eco- 
nomic conference and the disarmament con- 
ference were pretenses followed by disas- 
trous increases in tariffs, armaments and 
all the follies of nationalism. The nations 
would have taken the path to hell without 
the League, but the result of linking these 
tendencies in the public mind with League 


idealism contributed to the decadence of | 


the idea of international collaboration. 

This is fot a moment for an assessment 
of the direct responsibility for the final 
breakdown. It is a truism to say that the 
state members of the League destroyed it 
by their disregard of the Covenant and a 
powerful argument can be built up against 
each of the great Powers as mainly respon- 
sible. Or put it another way and say that 
the failure is due to a social system in 
which states were organized in the interests 
of those who desired not a new world, but 
the retention of the status quo.

170 MILLION SPENT BY ALIENS 
WHO VISITED U. $, LAST YEAR 


$93,000,000 Came From Canada, 
$14,000,000 From Mexico in 
Record Period Since 1929. 

WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP).— 
The Department of Commerce re- 
ported yesterday that foreigners 
spent $170,000,000 visiting the 
United States last year, the largest 
total since 1929. Amertcan spend- 
ing abroad declined. 

Of the total spending by alien 
visitors, $93,000,000 came from 
Canada, $14,000, ) from Mexico and 
$63,000,000 from all other countries. 
A decrease of $8,000,000 in the 
amount spent here by Canadians 
was more than offset by gains in 
‘amounts from Europe, Asia and 
‘South America. 

Americans spent $469,000,000 for 
foreign travel, in addition to $28,- 
000,000 paid for fare on United 
States vessels. This was $63,000,- 
000 less than in 1938. The decrease

OF NAZI INTRIGUE 
IN SOUTH AMERICA 
Continued From Page One. 


of the first presidents of the As- 
sembly. Woodrow Wilson became a 
hero to every citizen and schoolboy. 
Even today, Montevideo’s busiest 
and most scenic boulevard, the one 
that borders the crescent beach at 
Pocitos, bears the name, Rambla 
Presidente Wilson, 

State socialism became a reality 
in Uruguay many years before it 
was given a trial in any other coun- 
try of the hemisphere. When Rob- 
ert M. LaFollette was urging the 
people of Wisconsin to bring under 
state control, if not under state 
operation, various branches of 
business and industry. Uruguayans 
had already accomplished most of 
these drastic reforms, not all of 
which, incidentally, have proved 
successful. 


Public Ownership. 

Today when your ship ties up at 
Montevideo, you walk ashore onto 
one of the finest dock systems to be 
found anywhere, which is govern- 
ment owned and operated. When 
you engage a taxicab to transport 
you to a hotel the driver may stop 
in en route at a government filling 
station to take on gasoline. The re- 
fining and retailing of gasoline is a 
Government monopoly. What is 
more, you may stop at one of the 
numerous Government - operated 
hotels, where in the evening if you 
decide to drop into a casino and try 
your hand at roulette, or some otk- 
er game, you may make a direct 
contribution to the state which 
owns and administers the establish- 
ment. 

The Government is in the insur- 
ance and banking business. It man- 
ufactures cement, operates rail- 
roads, the national telephone and 
telegraph companies as well as the 
electric light systems. And it dele- 
gates to itself the sole right to sell 
fresh meat within the country. Not 
only the public schools and the uni- 
versity, but the national theater are 
government-administered. Uruguay 
maintains one of the largest 
symphony orchestras in South 
America, and has lately opened up 
a chain of night clubs and cab- 
arets. 

Yet various branches of foreign 
business and industry do find a 
place in Uruguay, especially those 
that utilize native products and raw 
materials and in turn find markets 
for them in the outside world. 
American meat packing companies 
have long operated in the country, 
but they must export their entire 


output. 
Nazi Foothold. 

In the last few years the Ger- 
mans have been particularly suc- 
cessful because they are able to 
export, for their own use, or for 
resale in Europe, large quantities 
of Uruguayan staples as meat, grain 
and wool. In turn, they have been 
able to import more and more man- 
ufactures, the old story of “you buy 
from me and I will buy from you.’ 
better known as barter, in spite of 
a large British trade. Britain re- 
cently limited her purchases of 
meat, which left a large surplus, 
and since nobody else wanted them, 
and Germany did, bartering them 
off was perfectly acceptable. 

The Germans not only built up a 
large and successful trade in Uru- 
guay, but their ability to undersell 
other countries, and the presence of 
so many German engineers, me- 
chanics and artisans in the coun- 
try, enabled them to gain a foot- 
hold in the building and construc- 
tion fields. They had obtained a 
contract for the construction of a 
giant dam and power plant on the 
Rio Negro in the interior. The 
hope of the Government was to at- 
tract to and build up a new indus- 
trial center in one of the richest 
regions of the republic. 

Meantime, like the 
gsians, the Germans utilized all these 
privileges and opportunities for the 
purpose not only of propagating 
Nazi ideology among the Uruguay- 
an people but to establish on Uru- 


guayan soil a branch of the Nazi 
machine so that eventually they 
might make the little country a 
province of the German Reich. And 
close observation proves that their 
entrenchments are so strong that 
only force, and that of the most 
formidable character, can dislodge 
them. In fact, if Hitler’s plans suc- 
ceed in England, there seems little 
chance to thwart Nazi plans to 
take over the country, unless the 
United States decides to force the 
issue, if necessary, with powder 
and lead. For the weak and unpre- 
pared state of the Uruguayan army 
and the total lack of any sem- 
blance of a navy, in addition to cer- 
tain well known subversive ele- 
ments in the nation, make effective 
local resistance or opposition ex- 
tremely questionable. 


U. S. Cruiser’s Visit. 


It is the opinion of practically all 
observers on the ground, natives 
and foreigners, diplomats and pri- 
vate individuals, that the appro- 
priate and sudden arrival of the 
American cruiser Quincy in Monte- 
video harbor in mid-June strength- 
ened the hand of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and probably forestalled 
an attempted coup d’etat or upris- 
ing led by the Nazi-directed and 
manned “fifth column.” And if 
this seems alarming, my words 
have been carefully weighed.

Ayres, who charts physical vol- 
ume of industrial production for 
the Cleveland Trust Co., said the 
figure climbed to about 16 per cent 
below normal in June after declin- 
ing to 25.3 per cent below in April. 

“Our present manufacturing ca- 
pacity is probably only about 13 
per cent above the highest level of 
production reached 11 years ago in 
the summer of 1929,” Ayres wrote 
in his monthly business review. 

“It is important for us to try to 
make estimates of the probable 
present size of the over-all produc- 
tive capacity of our manufactur- 
ing plant. 

“When the limits of productive 
capacity are being approached dur- 
ing a period of rapid expansion of 
industrial output, shortages of some 
articles and products begin to ap- 

. Then when demands exceed 
supplies there develop price ad- 
yances which have always char- 
acterized war periods, and which 
spread and become inflationary un- 
less they are promptly checked.” 

Weekly arnings of factory work- 
ers, he continued, “are now over 


twice as great as they were in 


1914” since “pay per hour has been 


trebled, and hours per week have, | 

been reduced by ‘almost one-third.

A Physician's 
Views on Use 


Of Sun Glasses

HAT is the health value of 
Waar glasses? 

All eyes except those that 
are blind and useless are sensitive 
to light and especially glare. Over- 
sensitiveness to light usually is 
dependent on some form of eye- 
strain. 

In bright summer sunlight the 
eyes are assaulted by glare com- 
ing from all directions. It is re- 
flected from the pavement, the wa- 
ter and the sand, and comes to- 
wards the retina from below, add- 
ing to the direct diffused light from 
the sky and air. In automobile 
driving, this reflected glare is par- 
ticularly trying. 

We have now an almost perfect 
sun glass made from polaroid, a 
film-like material containing count- 
less needle-like minute crystals ar- 
ranged parallel to each other. A 
thin sheet of this is laminated be- 
tween two glasses to make lenses. 
It is now possible also to obtain 
sun glasses which can be fitted 
for astigmatism and relieve eye- 
strain,

IS ICE WATER deleterious to di- 
gestion or nutrition? 

In this country most people are 
conditioned to drink water much 
colder than the normal tempera- 
ture of the body. The sensation 
of cold is pleasant and instantly 
satisfies the sensation of thirst 
which is its only real disadvan- 
tage. Tepid water really satisfies 
thirst—restores water balance— 
better because we drink more of 
it. Cold water slows down diges- 
tion for a few minutes, but this is 
of little significance as it does not 
influence digestion in the long run. 
We eat ice cream and the Eskimo 
eats frozen meat, without any 
evident deleterious effect on the 
health, so the temperature of 
drinking water seems to be more 
a question of habit than health. 
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HERE’S ANOTHER diet for un- 
derweight: 

Breakfast: Grapefruit or can- 
taloupe; creamed cereal; 2 poached 
eggs on toast with butter; glass 
milk, one-half cream. 

Mid-morning: Glass eggnog. 

Lunch: Cream of asparagus soup; 
potato salad; cottage cheese; rye 
bread and butter; cocoa. 

Mid-afternoon: Malted milk. 

Dinner: Lamb chops, mashed po- 
tatoes; asparagus salad with may- 
onnaise; bread and butter; floating 
island; coffee with cream. 

Evening: Glass milk, one-half 
cream, 

Approximate value—3500 calories.

Here is a sample reducing diet, 
showing what you should eat in a 
day’s dieting. Vary this diet from 
day to day by changing the vege- 
tables, fruits and meats, but follow 
this basic outline. You should lose 
about one or two pounds a week 
f@r safest reducing; a slow loss 
prevents sagging of the facial tis- 
sues and is less likely to endanger 
the health. 

Breakfast—Orange juice, whole 
wheat cereal, two tablespoons 
(puffed wheat, wheatena, ralston, 
etc.) with milk and one-half tea- 
spoon sugar; one thin slice toast, 
one pat of butter; coffee with milk 
and one-half teaspoon sugar. 

Lunch—One egg, hard-boiled, one 
slice brown bread, one-half pat but- 
ter, lettuce and tomato salad, no 
mayonnaise, one apple, one glass 
milk. 

Dinner—One small steak, broiled, 
one helping of spinach, one helping 
of carrots, one small potato, baked 
or boiled, one-half pat butter, milk 
or tea, or coffee with milk, no sugar, 
one-half grapefruit, no sugar. 

Don’t try to lose too much weight. 
Don’t try to reduce down to a cer- 
tain dress size, but stop at the 
weight that suits your frame. 

If you are underweight and need 
to gain, add to this basic diet the 
following foods: Bread and but- 
ter, cream (on cereal, mixed with 
milk), creamed soups and creamed 
vegetables, mayonnaise, olive oil, 
fruits and puddings with cream. 
But be sure that you eat green veg- 
etables, fresh fruits, eggs and milk,

é6 OMETIMES I can’t stand 
Grete’ nonsense any longer 
and I lose patience and slap 
him. I know I shouldn't and I’m 
always sorry afterward. But I go 
just so long, and he aggravates me 
again and again, and before I know 
I’ve slapped him. Do you think 
he will hold it against me in later 
years? What can I do about it? 

“Tt’s like this: I’m making cake, 
hurrying to get it into the oven 
so that it can be baked and cooled 
in time for the evening meal. He 
comes into the kitchen—he’s 10 and 
big for his age—and stands be- 
tween me and the light, or be- 
tween me and the stove. I have 
to keep going ‘round him. Asking 
him to get out of the way doesn’t 
do any good. He says, ‘I’m not in 
the: way, mom. I’m just watching 
you. Can I scrape the bowl? Can 
I have what’s left from the frost- 
ing?’ Then before I can wink he 
has his finger in the bowl, swiping 
as much of the batter as he can 
gather that way, into his mouth. 

“You know that aggravates me 
so—I just crop my beater and 
make for him. He races for the 
door but I catch him long enough 
to give him a couple of slaps. I’m 
all upset, but he goes off laughing.

How It Started

St. Swithin’s Day — A Legend Is 
Born. 

St. Swithin was a Bishop of Win- 
chester, who, before he died in the 
ninth century, asked that be be 
buried in the Abbey churchyard, so 
that “passers-by might tread on his 
grave and the sweet rain of heaven 
might fall upon him.” 

His wish was carried out: but 
after he was canonized, it was de- 
cided to remove his body to the 
chancel, deemed more fitting to 
house remains of a Bishop. 

Elaborate ceremonies were 
planned for July 15, the days of the 
contemplated removal. 

As they were about to start, how- 
ever, a heavy rain fell, the down- 
pour continued, withott let-up, for 
40 days. 

This phenomenon was taken by 
the monks as an omen that the 
spirit of St. Swithin strongly disap-

Curries are especially 
well adapted to hot weather, like 
this dish of Curried Veal, which 
requires no heating of the oven 
and no frying. 
Curried Veal on Rice (cost about 
47 cents.) 


One cup sliced onions, two me- 
dium apples, peeled and sliced, four 
tablespoons butter, two cups diced 
cooked veal, one tablespoon curry 
powder, one-fourth cup flour, two 
cups veal stock, one-half teaspoon 
salt (or to suit taste), one table- 
spoon lemon juice, and one quart 
hot cooked rice.
